^ The Bengal ^nd Madras Papers contained in this collection, compris- 
ing three volume#, are divided into two gronpiS, tnz : — * 

, (i) the earlier portion ranging from 1071 — 1746 recounting the 
growth of the Britislj power in India ; and 

(ii) the latter portion ranging from 1746 -1785, throwing added 
light on the eareer of lAjrd (-live ii> India ^ 

ITie documents were collected from the Madras Record Office by the late . 
Sir G. W. Forrest as OtiU-cr in charge of the Recr»rds of the Governtnen^ 
of* India about the year 1891. These were siipplemenU^d by extracts ob- 
tained from the records of the Bengal Govcrnnient preserveil at t*he India 
Office, London. The Papers were printed in 'Calcutta almost simultane- 
ously. i»A press-list, of the second portion covering a part of the se.eond 
attCi the whole of the third vohiint! has been compiled and *prir»tcd by the 
Imperial Record Department. The* late Sir G. VV, Forrest wjus 4.>ennitted 
to utili.se these papers«in a collection of original 'docann eh ts f. 'ririg on the 
life of Lord Clive which was to liave appeared in the^ I*.'>ii&n Records 
Series published under the authority of the Secret:y\y of StsitS J^pr India in 
Council. Sir G. W. P»irrcst died |)efore that project had materialised. 
In order to make the liistorical maferial whi<,‘h he had collected iivaihihlo 
for the use of stinicnts^ the Government of India have decided that a 
certain nomber of ctjpios of the Bengal arid ^Madras Papers .shall be jlis- 
tribu-ted, unbound, free to Record OiUces, Uhiversitios and other lealned 
in.stitutu.>n.s in India ;ind*in Fngland. Buuud vttlumeg. i>f these and of the 
press list nientionod above are available for sale at the office of the Manager, 
Government of India Ckmtral Publication Branch, Calcutta.

Soon.'after upon tis arrival at Ballasore 
haveing great influence on CLauvell hc'prevaited with him to's^nd one to 
preceed me with an order in his i>ocket for my departure thence within ten 
daies, knowing that (after five yeers residence in a place and my est^t^ boiug 
small and scattered abroad in those "^Is.) was the rcadie way to work my 
mine, and indeed they have not much been ‘shortned in ea&pcctationj nor doe 
I know how they intend to proceed in this not reasonable but malicious design 
and have cause to fear though not what they justly doe to me yet the envy and 
power of those who have already gone so far ; and theV have made M' Hc*®v^y 
second in Bccca who manageth all affairs there, (a known athist, one that* 
denietfa that there is either God or Bivell which suppose you need not 
information of it being so comonly known by all people). He makes it 
bis bvLsiness not onely to mine my ‘ijP’Ucular concern there but makes 
all debts bad that stand out for acco‘" of the Hono“* Conap% thereby to ruine 
my reputation |is well as estate. It canot be supposed that such* things 
are for their int .?rcst as spoiling any ^t. of there estate to bring the ‘^son 
that managed it into disesteem ; and rather then fail in carrying on of this design 
of M.\ Vincent, they blame mee as being the cause of the piscash given the Nabab 
last year, notwithstanding the good success, it pleased God, B had in the 
managem^ of it, tho’ I confefes there had been no need ofe a piscash nor had 
our master’s business impeed had not Mr. Clauvell at that Idme joined with 
the Dutch Director and refused to sec tho Governor when he was goeing to Deoca, 
tho’ he stayed two dales in expectation of a little out of Hughly, and had 
M® Clauvell made use of this opportunity our masters affairs might -have gone 
in a better channell then they have done or are like to doe.

under his hand that w'ce should not be molested hereafter upon that acco‘, 
soe that whenever hec Andes noe other way to gett money from our Masters, it is 
to be dotxhted hee will use that. I suppose you have read some small relacon of 
this business in the Comp" Generali upon hence to Ballasore.

there doc give particular advises of all our affaires to us, and send the epppyes. 
thereof to you,,that'you may gave them and us your opinioiithow far jvhat they 
advise may be' for our advantage. 


Were enorder you to write effectually to your Chitd and Councell at the Bay 
to pr 6 vide carefull young men of about 20 years of age out of any of the ships • 
in the Companies' service with the concent of the Comandants, to be trained up 
as Pylotts, but not tp be imployed as writers, or on any other marcantUe affairs, 
that thereby the Companies’ shippings may with safety be carryed up the River 
Ganges, and send no yearly what you doe therein, and an account of their pro- 
ficiency, and their journalls. , * » 


, ^Extracts from the Hono’ble Company’s General LeUer to Fort St. George, dated 15th 

December 1676. 

We note that in your Consultation Books that Mr. Clanell and Mr. 
Pincent doe laugh and despise at our Agency at your ffort, and doe expect that 
you have called Mr. Clavell to an account for it whilst he was yvith you, ind 
that the business of the Bay will be fully settled by Mr. Masters and Mr. 
Puckle at there going downe, for wee shall not allow any of our servants of w* 
qualiity so ever to contemn our authority, which those doe that contemne any 
that Act by it. 



Wee find our buisiness in the Bay very much impeeded by the difference 
among our servants there, and our nation itself exposed to contempt through 
there actions w*" if it be not allready settled by the going downe of Mr. 
Masters and Mr. Puckle, wee doe order you to take effectuall care therein ; and 
that wee may have an accounpt thereof by the returne of these shipps ; and you 
must make the orders you give to the subordinate ffactorys very playne, for wee 
observe that some are soe dubious that wee ourselves cannot apprehend your 
intent, but leave place for approveall or disallowance let them act how they will 
w'** is nde good correspondance. 

The orders you give that when Mr. Clavell is at Hughely, Mr, Hall should 
goe to Balla^ore, and when Mr. Clavell removes the other should remove also 
we Cannot, apprehend to be any way for our service, and therefore doe not 
approve thereof. But if our Chiefe have occasion to remove frome one ffactory 
to another i.n order to our service, the next in Councell ought to' remayne in 
your charge till his return. 

They complains from thence that they soe long waite for your orders 
from the fforfr, that it brings great inconvenience to our affairs, and therefore wee 
doe order upon your receit of any orders from us, you immediately send them 
playne and necessary directions for there proceedings, and whatsoever you find 
in any of our letters relative to any subordinate ffactorys let them speedily 
have coppyes thereof, w*** necessary directions and instructions thereupon. 

And in regard wee doe not at all write to Mitchlep® you arc to extract out 
of our letters what concernes yours and send it them, and take care that our and 

yours orders be observed and give us notice of any fayler.

Wee .find ourselves at great loss for want of our Books from the subordinate 
ffactorys, and therefore doe order that both from the Bay and Metchle.pa"’ and 
all other your ffactorys they doe send double coppyes of all there Books as of 
there coppy book of 1”, Consultations Diarys (w'** they ought to k6ep) 
Journalls and L<-adgcrs and what other Books they kpepe for our service, one of 
each whereof is to remayne w*'* you to be examined, and your' observations 
thereupon sent us, the other to be by you sent us by the yearly shiping, and 
wee expect likewise your Books from you, and that this older be executed by 
this shiping, that soe wee may yearly make dur remark and advise your needfull 
thereupon.

Oar last to you was dated y" 19th last month, wherein answered your ecToralls 
of y® 2 till, 29th August and 7th currant, and had done*it sooner, but of iateyour 
letters arrived not under 18* or 20 daies thence, but hope now the freshes are 
abated wo shall thenceforward receiTe them in fewer daics. Wo hav<3 received 
yours of the 20th and28tli last month, the which were the first 17 and tlie latter 
36 daies on y* way hither. We note what you write* touching the Einperor’s 
calling Nabob Shaustch came tfkit of Hcngall, and Vith you must aVaite y" 
event though as things seems now to stand with us in these parts suppose It 
would be better he continued, till we could bring our Master*s l)usiness to some 
certainty, which now is far from us. We hope the king will give h favourable 
answer to* y® Nabob’s Auzdars in our behalfes, any alteration bo madt^ 

We hope the gold is no.w disposed off, it being more vendible w ith you in 
Decca and beares a better price then in any place in Bengali, which was the 
reason avo sent it thither. The time of y" yeare begins now to be lato and there- 
fore it imports you to be getting our Masj^r’a cloth Fead;^ as soone as possible, 
that if it may be we may have time to di8pa4:ch goods Irence ere any order 
comes from aloft, we much feareing the worst ; and if a sloope should come it 
would be soe late that ere w'e could possibly worke out a remedy thp time for 
sending goods for England would bo elapsed. * 

Concerning Mosely and Norton we can add noe more, then what you will 
see of the Accompt GeneralTf which we intended accoftling to its date, but have 
kept to this day hy reason they tookc them out of the boato agnine and have 
kept them prisoners ever since.

to add that the confusion at Ballasore is or has been soe great through the sick- 
ness and mortallity there that we cannot to this day receive the most pertinent 
papers of our Master’s affaires, soc that wc shall not be able to send invoices 

a A 
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written for (both by you and, other factories) tQl after the departure of this 
yeare’s shipping, when shall goe in hand to put every thing in a due method. 

Yesterday in the afternoone we received yours of y* 8rd currant and are glad 
the potre b{)ate8 at last are cleared, and that you are like to cleare the goods 
and treasure sent up. The conditions are hard but such as vre might expect. In 
such times of uncertainety as these are, we hope you have taken care to write 
aloft about this business that we may be understood, and that noe enstome 
was ever paid by us in Pattana but what duties we did pay has been alwaies in 
Hugly, &c. What you have thought convenient, if y«u have not yet written 
we desire you now to doe it and that effectually". Shausteh Caun is called 
away to come, up to HinJoostand by the King, which though we think by 
meaVies of his money ho will never doe, yett at present it startles him. and 
unfitts him and his Duan who are taken oil’ with matters of this great 
moment to attend to any proposition we can make to him, soc that we feare 
it would he but labour lost to apply ourselves at present to him in this 
matter, nor are we unapprehensive that w^e may so soono put him in mind of 
the favour he did us the last yeare in writing to the King in our behalfe, when 
our whole Jbusiness was stopped, from which he hath only reprieved us till y* 
answer comes, and that 'he may, new he is called away, stop all onr business 
againe out of a dosigne to gott what he can out of us though noe order should 
come from y® King; and it is very likely it may not be in those times of great 
trouble ip Hindoostan, besides to apply ourselves for a remedy against the 
PrimHi to Shausteh Caun seems not soe likely to produce any good effect except 
the Prince or his Duan should on result on y® King’s answer write as Waurist 
Caun did to him, by which time our application “will be both necessary and

Our last to you was dated •tbe, 6tU cirrrarrt. Yesterday came tf 
band yours of the •12t.U jjreseiit. The sloope i/'rirall came before y' factory 
yesterday, hut we understand not why if there were noe more goods? on board the 
JjondoH that you could not supply a full iadeiiig for her out of the hut 

that she is come up almost in her ballast. When w'ee w^rote you to send the 
treasure and goofls that came in y® London, in y® jttrrivaU, we resilly supposed 
(as you might have tested* by eompareiug ours of the Ibth aid 25th of last 
month) that the ship Casar, which came before the London, should have first been 
discharged of her treasure, and what goods the Ganges could carry, ivhicli, since 
you did supply as it seemes from y® shoaro and the London, yet \vc think you 
ought not (on a note wliich you w'ere the occation off for want of an order), to 
have sent up the Jl.rrioall soe empty as you did leave treasure dnd severall 
goods fitting for this place on board the 4Iasar in y® Boade. Now though this 
\ve liope may be noe great damage to our Masters, yett we cannot but tliink bur 
resentments of it to you to prevent the like in the future since it prolKibly may 
at anoflpir time prove niort! disadvantageous then gt present wee hope ii*}ias. 

Wee are glad the ships got noe more liurt in the late storme though can- 
n<wt be tfjo coiifideut that the moonsoone is broken up, but tlyit y® next month 
wo may have another such as this was. Y” companies papers^you sent we find 
very imperfect, as well as the hookes noe registers of letters of late date soe 
that for waiTt of assistance shall not be able to send coppies of them homo this 
yeare. 

lls strange Hmt tou should wonder that we send l^allasore hookes lo 
Ballas«>rp, for we think it their propper place, and since you understand them 
so6 well as you mention, we desire and order yoti to ballance them, which y<)U 
say is the only thing that is wanting to pejTect them, to effect which you need 
noe such great assistenco though you have as such for your little business thei-e 
as we have liere. As for your acting as throe persons there if it wsre soe it has 
been other’s cases sonistirnes as well’as yours though n.evcr wanted of it, and 
that in a factor where the business is more thei) in Ballasore, it need to be soe, 
that if those hookes be not finislied wanting as you say onoly to be ballanced, 
we have hopes we shall not be blamed! 

If Mr. Smith can prevaile with our Got^enjour here to let lose Jdhn Nortoii, 
which wo notwithstanding many endeavours cannot yet doe, lie s1\all come to 
Ballasore ; and for the future we would have ajll propositions which immediately 
conoernes not our Master’s business sent us from the proposers themselves, that 
soe when we come to proceed on examination we may ground somewhat on the 
desires of the sev^erall persons under their own hands. The cash books coppic« 
we have received and refer all business of that nature till onr busy times are 
over. It will not be amiss to turne a\vay all those villianes that you find ‘had 
cognisance of the theft in Ballasore, it being intollerable, they ceytainTy thou’ghb 
•that all woud dye else they would never have dared we thinke to have ven- 
tured on soe much at once. What you wrote about y® lack was grounded on 
Mr. Master, whilst at Cossumbazar, he saying that he apprehended it not agree- 
ing with y* Companies orders to send them lack without sticks when they order 
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it with stioks or the sticklack, for he absolutely said he would not take it but 
tiiriio it on the hands of those that bought it, if Mr. Master after siglit allowed 
the sending of it homo we approve of it likewise. It requires not much experi- 
ence to understand that lack on the stick and the same beaten off are the same 
iliougli not soe in respect of tonnage where we thought the ground of the 
order lay. 

The ground or reasons of your protest against Captain Erwin for the mis-

Our last to you was dated the IGth euirant in answer to all yours to that 
date received, since we have received yours of y" lltli present and under* 
stand as you advise that the phirwanna you got out stops at Rajamaul, our 
friendn ^t CossVimhazar had received and sent thither. We wish wo cv>uld he 
clearc of Gaubarre at Cossum’' as we understand the Dutch are. Wc sliould 
ho. glad to have a phirwanna for our paying noe custom o at y" mint, for at 
present y*' co\intry is at that suspcnce that wc can neither mint nor sell our 
Master’s treasure. 

In the Case of the mint you may safely give. Wee are sony your cloth at 
Decea is likely to come short of w'hat you advised, hut hope you may yelt 
get the weavers better to comply with musters agreed on, as that wo shall yet 
have at least the quantity you formerly wrote us concerning. As for Wilson 
yriU must doe what you conveniently can without cmbroyling our Master’s 
affaires thereby, for it will he better to let him take his course rather then by 
medling with him to hazard the emplunging their business dcojior. Yourdiaiy 
for month September have received. Mellick.Cassum hath been long* expected 
here but yet not comp. In the meahtime his sotin Itinders us w'hat he can nor 
has he yet delivej*ed Norton and Mosely to us t|iough wc think he dares not 
send them to Deeca least they both should comi>laine against* him. We under- 
stand he is now formeing an aiiz*dars against us that we trade very high, that wo 
liave ten or twelve ships or sloopes come thJs ypare to Hugly (raore^then ever 
W'as)y that we hereon bring up morebants’ goods cheating the King pf his sub- 
jects customes not being content to be custon^ free ouely ourselves ; that wo 
pay but rups. 3,000 ’pr. annum, that if we had paid custome it would have 
amounted to mox’e 1.han rups. 20,000 ere now. You must, therefore, to meet and 
answer these accusations preferred against us, keep an exact correspondence in» 
the Rale’s Durbar, though at a small charge (wherein desire you to be as* fru- 
gall as possible the case will beare), that you may have notice of it, where you 
may offer this or such like in defence that our trade is not aoe higji as formerh', . 
we haveing had for some yeares last past from four to .six ship.s and sometimes 
more sent from Europe hither, and this yeare in all hut three ; that its time 
we had several! vessells of 1,000 and 1*100 to 2000 maunds each come to 
Uugiy, but that all of them (except two or three as usuall) came in their ballast 
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onely to carry our salt petre, the goods from Uugly to Ballasbre, there being great 
clanger in rcispect of the great seas below which make us afraid to venture our 
goods on open boates of their country ; that we carry merchaute’ goods, steale 
cmstome, &c. You may say an accusation Mellick Zendy w ould have fixed on 
us but ne%’^er yet could make any such thing appeart^ nor that ever we doe any 
such thing it being again't»t the principalis and honour of our nation. 

For tlie last that our 3,000 rups. pise^ash comes not nigh what y" custome 
will amount unto ; you may answer that by the King’s and Nabob’s favour w<? 
trade hithc^r, but that if it ho but well considered ]iow small our trade hath 
alwaies been, and that we have alwaics (when for severall yeares together, by 
reason of our Avarrs wU,h the Dutch, we have had noe trafiique at all) paid the 
said summe yearely in Hugly, beside presents to y* Nabob, &c., it cannot we 
hope be thought we trade in these parts without paying what an acknowledge- 
ment shall by Jiimselfo on full consideration of the whole manner be found 
reasonable; to you must urge that our accuser is our great enemy*; that he 
hath brokbn open our factory gates, and by force, after a most unpresidented, 
Avay, tooke two Englishmen who were the Hon**'' Companies prisoners there, 
and has aUaJlong continually abused us ; and that though this and last yeare 
we have been forced before-the timeto.pay in here y® 3, QUO rups. yearly piscash, 
yet we cannot to this day g<.?t a _paper aS usuall for it.. This and the like you may 
argue, hut we recommend it to your caution how you use these olfoneivc argu- 
ments, but as, that you consider Mellick Cassum how like to fall in his govern- 
ment here and at Ballasore, whither for continuance or not, ifcc., as you shall 
find there, but what we have limited in defence pray manage with your best 
skill that soo if possible we may get our Master’s gaods off these here how far 
at least this shipping ere any sloopes comes. This Governor here being a head- 
strong fellow noe vraios to be won and endeavoring it what we can. W c 
rejnuiue

We admire y®‘Emperor*s answer to 
y® Nabob’s letter concerning us should not yett he ai-rivcd. Pray God it may be 
answau' of peace. AVhon it does come to send Vacqueel to attend Shausteb Gaun 
in hopes of his phirwanna or ‘anything else, now he is actually turned out we 
with you thiukc it unnecessary, for if he could not favour our business ere he 
left Decca he cannot does much less afterwards when he has'left his place of 
command. • 

Tishangee, tlie‘ King’s Duan, haveing here shewed us soe much friendship* 
should soo much insist on our paying 5 p. cent, ciistome at y® mint when, at 
perusing, the King’s order in that case, wo c.an find noo such thing therfe, hut 
rather tliat none are to pay any custome, its not unlikely but that Roy Nundolal 
(who spoke in our favour to him) not being friends might muJce him threaten 
us in this affaire, but we hope to have a better result both of thi^ and our luainc 
coneerne in Bengali from y® now Nabob, who, according to all advices, long ere 
this must be 'arrived in Dccca, whomc you may (if not already done) visit with

demand of custome fell upon us; all otlulr papers as Sha Sujab’s Neshawno, you 
may tell him are in y® chief (factory, and on liis order shall be sent hiM. To all 
this you may add or dimmish from it as you, in youi- own discrciioiv or consi- 
deration of things there, shall find most convenientf though y® loss discourse he 
ustsl about our trade, untill we can appeare with a present there, we suppose 
y® better. 

We take notice that Mathew Shepard had delivered y® ffactor.v remaincs 
to Mr. Fytch Nedham; alsoe that there are rups. 3,980 in cash ; your diary for 
y® month of November have received and sent forward with the rest to England. 
We observe that Nabob Shausteh Caun left Dccca the 8th last iponth, and a’s ' 
before mentioned suppose Auzzum Caun, our new Nabob, was not long ere he 
arrived thither. ‘ 

The JBengall Merchant sailed out of thi? roadc y® 26th ultimo, and y® 
Ccezar and new Jjondon y® 29th ditto. God send them well about y* 6ape, being

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very glad however, it may please God wo shall escape this yeare that yet those 
ships are gone though somewhat late, with what goods wc had got ready for 
our Master's acco‘. this season, we much feareing especially when their 
saltpetre was cast ashore at Melrdapore, that we should never have got y* goods 
off y* shoarc, houerly on this change of Govern”’, expecting news from your re- 
sidence.

T1 v 3 22 bales and ballet of raw silke and y® 220 ebests of Taffatics, 
fine we received, y* saltpetre alsoe, all of it (blessed be God) came at last safe 
into Ilugly the next morning after which Mr. Vincent departed from Hiigly 
to Ballasore. 

Wee are glad you have sold those four chests of (?) and returned 30,000 
rups. of y® money to Hugly, y® receipt of whicli there also<?. Wc have under- 
stood the invoioo of your goods am*. 70,739-112 we have received; our hurry 
here at shipping them on Imard havoing but one man on board of y® Com p*"® 
servants to loolte after it has occasioned some mistakes w®*' hope t*> rectify 
at more leisure on our returnc at Hugly ; we are soj’ry you could not com][)ly 
with our quantity enordcred of red and yellow ordinary Taffatics, and hope 
that though it was late ere you gave out money on them it was because you 
had Wanted money sooner to give out money on them and not from aijy neglect 
of yours; what last (we hearo) came downe to Hugly came too late, .all wdiose 
markes must be altered about w’“ we shall agree and give you more parti- 
cular directions from Hugly, finding that soe great diversity of markes we are 
generally made with, you give us much trouble, occationing great mistakes at 
shipping off and drawing our generall invoices licre. 

Wee have found the generall hookos in great confusion, soe that for w'ant 
of time have been forced to send them home uuballaneed, but liopo God giveing 
life and health to rcctifie all acco** therein, .and to make oaven all differ- 
ences betw'cen y® subordinate ff.actories and Hugly, wdiere shall alsoe draw' out 
all invoices, wanting or imperfect, and send to y® severall places aforesaid ; 
the shoqmake and line sope you write for (your letter) comeing in the heat of 
business, being on dispatch of y® first ship, wo forgott to advice home about 
or y® harrell of sope jiroveing a cask of cuchaneall, but shall uot omit it next 
* yearc. However desire you ^vhat you shall want of this kind for y® future 
that you would advise in a paper apart signed by your Hiers, which shall he 
in that natui'e sent home to y® Hoil*’*® Com*’'. Seacole these ships were but 
scarcely ‘provided with, allsoe that we could get none ; it’s possible had your 
advise <y>me sooner about it, as wo desire may next yearc, we might have pre- 
vailed with y® commander# to have parted with some on promise of receiving 
as much at y® ffort. 

Your bookes of acco*"., &o., papers we have, received and they are sent 
forward to y* Eort and England. As soone as we can meet at Hugly, which 
hope will be in twenty d<aies more, we shall compute our quick stock goods, &c., 
and cnorder your full proportion, by which time alsoe shall have heard some- 
thing from y® new Nabob at Decca, and be able to take some airae thence as to 
w'hat m.'iy and may not bo dbne this yeare in these parts ; in y® meanetime since 
silke is forbidden to ho sent to Guzarat, we believe that the picars, rather then 
sit still, will be induced to engage to deliver us in about 300 bales of raw silke 
by the end of Eebruary, we makeiug some such engagement as this, viz.^ to 
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talc© it of them if according to muster, and that wo will pay them their money 
in full within such a time (suppose a month or two) after the date of their 
contract, and in case wc should not pay it them as agreed, that then from that 
time till paid to allow interest ; some such way may be used we recommend to 
your discretion, Ijcing very willing to secure as considerable a parcell of this 
bund of silke (being the best of the whole yeare) as we»can. ,, 

The weavers, we judge, you must put off and give them out as little money 
as possible you can, these times being very uncerhune, and you know if 
a stop should bo laide on our business as we have much reason to feare, that 
there will a great part of that money in the weaver’s hands (w’ho are generally 
knaveish, and live onely from ha^id to mouth) may prove Jiad d<‘bts. -After we 
have heard from this new Nabob at Decca we shall be able to give you further 
orders in y* matter. 

We had once hopes from Decca y*^ Nabob Shausteh Caun woukhgive a new 
perwanna,.but it seemes it was but a llamom, for y“ Ray has since told us it 
could not be ; and said noe longer agoe then y' beginning of last month that 
y® Emperor had written noo answer about our paying customc or not in these 
parts. If we can on presenting this Nabob get this phirwanna anji penned as 
our last good one was, wc shall then, since we have orders for it, lind better 
leisure to attempt for. a pliirmaund from y® Emperor ; a little time more will 
shew us what we must trust unto. .

designe of procureiiig the Emperor’s *^maund. About Avhitdi w'e admire you 
should tliinke we arc noe more in earnest but that if w'e find rubbs in its 
procury we would give off. The Hon*’*® Company and Agent and Councell’s 
orders arc possitive In it, and in reference to them ours have been soe to you, 
and coppies of their letters in said copceme have been duly transmitted you, 
,whci;eupon we hoped noe doubt as you seemo to entertaine could have 
insued, but since you doe scruple we hereby assure you that our resolutions 
are firmo to endeavour to our utmost to procure a ^>maund,* and we order 
you vigorously to proceed iri it accordingly. All y® favour we can ho’pe from 
this is to let us enjoy our priviledges as formerly till he w'rite to.y" Emperor 
and have his answer about us, w®** what it may prove except we endeavour 
to make it sure ourselves tve are much doubtfull in, wherefore account it 
it y® securest way to begin (now there are sufficient orders) at y® root and lay 
such a foundation as, God willing, may not suddenly he shaken or discomposed ; 
wo are getting things ready for presents as you desire, aiid if they he not stopped 
at Rajamaul we .shall got them we hope (notwithstanding all our trade is at 
sent embarqued in this port) free out of this place. However, we would not 
have you delay sending the Vacqucl to Court that he may be there to strike wbilc 
y” iron is hott. Shausteh Caun being likely to be in most favour at his first 
coming and^ thereby best able to bring our business to pass ; he is an old man 
alsoe, and may dye, &c. Our ships alsoe may be expected in July, and it is ab- 
.solutely necessary that this business be cleared if possible by that time one way 
or others. This thing being of soe great weight (as in yours you will observe) we. 
are y® more earnest in it that no time be lost, what things we send for presents 
may he ti^nsmitted up after the Vaoquel to Dilly. We have noe certaine notice 
what the Dutch have done at Dilly, but there is a report there that they have 
gott a hu^hbull hookum from y® King to call M. Cassum (who now is in great 
disgrace at Decca) to acco^ for making them* soe unjustly pay so ^reat a 
summe of money on y" death of their broker's wife ; and their Vacquel is gone 
to Decca as ’tis said by some about that ; but we are rather inclined to believe 
that ’tis only about 36,000 nips which was their broker’s debt to y® said Gover- 
nor for rents of townes by him held w®'* Direotoro Ra®st paid on Melliok 
Qpssums keeping y® Dutch second prisoner at his house, which now is alleaged 
to be a force used on them contrary to their priviledges.

We wish by his, oi* any other good means, we had .a jihirwanna w*''*, 
notwithstanding the present unsettled ones of this Court, would fix our Masfers’ 
affaires ; and should this King dye ever so sooue after, it would be noe great 
expence on sight of his '^'J'lnanud to get one of y* same teuonr of his 
successor. 

Sha Shujah’s Neshawn and y® receipt of rup*. 3,000 paid in llugly we have 
received, and are now -sending the former to Decca, whence, as soone fjs they 
have done with it, and we cau have it, shall returne it you againe if you shall find 
a want of it, which pray advise us, though we are of opinion that one better 
worded might he drawn out, ^^'tieularly where there is mentioned according to 
the King’s phirmaund it might he altered and made aopording to y® English 
use and custome in these parts.

We hope by your seasonable application to Uodgoo Zoffeo 
Caun you may yet come to better termes, what letters to be written to him, or 
y® Nabob, or any emergent occation which will not so well brooke delay you 
have sufficient orders jin the paper of instructions which Mr. Hervy carried 
hence. ^ 

We approve of those three propositions you intend to make to y* Nabob 
as to y* matter of oustoraes, but order you never to yeild to the last until you 
certainly see that neither tlie first nor second can be made feisablo.

There 
has lately an accident w®” we tViouglit good to advise you off, A Mallacca Coffreo 
a Renit ?«oi; subject of the lion*'*® Companies at Bombay and soe noo subject 
of this country came hither lately in a 'ship belonging, to the English from 
Suratt, a sevvaut of the Commanders of said vessell. He one day in the open 
day AA'as minded to Avash, and because he coAild not swum went over the ship's 
side and tooke hold of the shoaro fast'of the' ships and soe hung in the river, 
hut growing too hold and ende3.vouring to goe on sUoare by the said rope when 
he came into tho midway between the ship and the shoaro, by his weight the 
ship came niglier in and the rope came downe in the water wliich affrighted at 
he let goe his hold and sunk ip ten fatbome wafer,* and was*noe more seen till tho 
fonrtli day after, when it being Stillwater where he aa'us droAvned he floated, and 
giving annoyance to the ship the raen-tyod a rope to his leg or hand and towed 
him out into the streame y* soe ho might noe further disturb them, hut they

What the lead sold them the 13th June 1677 
was rated at then Mr. Ileadc must know, it being, if at Hvigly, delivered by him, 
and the lejul sold then tlie 16th December last could not bo delivered then by 
Mr. Matt" Vincent, he being then in Ballasore, and does remember y‘ he 
agreed w*** them at 8 rups. '^!> md. the 18th September last on the contract 
for Mullmulls, and we suppose the lead then delivered might bn pArt of it. 
lluggonaut .being the most substantial! man of y*^ gang it would doe well if you 
made that head lluggonaut and Company. 

If you paid them 1,000 rups. of what due to them pay them noe more 
till further orders, their being an acco‘ between them and the late* Chief of 
'Bengali, w"" shall suddenly adjust, and then make an end w“‘ them : in the 
meantime they may goe to tl^eir houses. ^ • , 

The Miishariffe* came as you write from the King. Suppose is the same y‘ mtc 
formerly hoard of from Battana, Mahmud Hushein by name. Pray endeavour 
to keep a fairo corresponden<;e with him ; and if ho can be “^p-swaded to write 
favoraidy of us and owr priviledges of trade in y*^ part to the King it may be of 
good use to our ‘^'^sent business at Court. We remaine '

The 6th currant we received yours 'of the 27th last month, and 
have liop<iS in few daicb more to receive a full and definite answer to ours of the 
21st ditto., as alsoc how you have fared with the Prince, and whether there will 
be a necessity for the Chief’s ‘^'i-sonall appearance w** a present ere ho returncs 
to llajamaul as therein fully incited on. 

The coj>py of the *Duau’s '^wanna (the ori"inall being detained at llugly) 
and the acco* of rx'punce of prooureing said '^wanna we have received w'**, 
considering the occation we aj)prove of conccivoing you have well acquitted your- 
selfcs therein, and hope you will thereup<m have since '^'Hailed w“' the Prince 
for his Jfeshaun, w’* you as well as we are very sensible, how well it would be, 
if could be gott without the last clause of entries at the jjorts; the ’Vacqueel at 
Dilly has full ailvieos- what we arc and have been in doeing in Bengali, there 
baveing been nothing come to knowledge necessary for him to be acquainted 
with but we have immediately to Mr. Charnock by him to be handed forward. , 

As touching a* wanna for Dacca, or any other place in Bengali or Orixa 
apart for tho gcu*' wanna for which you soomo .-so much to pleade, w^e have 
well considcrc'd what you have alien ged therein, and upon mature deliberation 
are of the same miird as before, and doe hope that wc well understand the 
nature of the thing fcaroing its bad consequence on our Masters’ affaires; we 
were never tpicstionod at Dacca till that unhappy '^9-niaund for the Duans, 
when in Dacca, lidllasorc, and Hugly the Nabob Shaustch Caxin, according to 
the King’s comm.and, ordered customo to be taken of us, w"'* made it necessary 
w.heu he w.as againc '^psvvadcd to favour us, y‘ his ^pwannas for our free 
.trade should be issued out to all those places w'hither his prohibition had bc(jn 
formerly scut ; but all this argues not y* when it shall please God xve have got 
the King’s '^pniaund and on it this Prince’s Neshaun for our Masters* trade in 
Bengali and Orixa y‘ we must stiH have 'i^Pticuler orders for any or all jiarts 
wrihin said kingdoms, and w^e may further note to you y* any such order will 
hold good but w'bile the '^'>'.sent Goveruour superintends, for upon change or 
rernovealls, you must have another from the next comes, w''*‘‘may be inconve- 
nient and as changeable as the gen" ‘^•w'angees* or verball orders you mention, 
wluirc Governours remove often as in llugly and 35allasoro, and if the Prince 
should dwell (as we arc certainly informed ho will) in Baj.amaul, the future 
Dccca Goveruour, will be as subject to change as those of any other Govern- 
ment in the whole province. 

That you should receive trouble in Nabob AuzKum Caun’s time (who ap- 
peared very inveterate against us), or in the '^[,[>sent unsctlcd posture of affaires, 
is matter of noe greater xvonder, hut must be gone through by every one in 
his station the best he can ; and we must use our utmost endeavours in all 
places y* noe bad examples or precedents thougli many (this of Shausteh Caun’s 
being yet but one) be brought into us(! or custome to the prejudice or disadvan- 
tage of our Masters’ affaires. Upon the whole we doe not think fit to revoke 
one order in this matter, but doe prohibit you to take out any such "^wanna or 
paper for any port of Bengali or Orixa apart ; for though it may, in this un- 
sctlenient and as we may say, indisposition of our Masters’ affaires, seem to 
give a present remedy and redress, yfet ’tis 'next to a certainty y* when they 
shall he curred, and (as we hope they suddenly will) have gathered strength 
againejv'it will rather help to ruin them (as is the use of palliated and super- 
ficial! cures, or at best as physick in health) then givo them any reall support 
or solid sustentation ; if you must (as you say), tliough wo have the King’s 
^^’wanna and this Prince’s Neshaun, yet procure the "^ticuler '^wangee or verball 
order of the immediate Superintendent at Dccca, and money and time will 
he spent to gelt that, it will in such case he your best way at the first to be a 
little expence of time, &c., extraordinary to gett .said *5|pwangee once for all w®** 
may be soe given as to last for all the time of any one man’s government, and 
then by yoU againe renewed, by wbiob means after the change of one or two 
Qovemours the '^w'angee will grow customary, and our priviledges soe well
